(a) In the year 1946 the work was entrusted to a 
Contractor and the contract was terminated due to bad 
work executed by the Contractor. Again a fresh esti- 
mate was prepared for Rs. 10,000/- and the tenders were 
called for but no tenders were received in respect of the 
incomplete work. So, the work was stopped in the 
middle. 

(b) The subject "Provision of medical aid" is now 
transferred to Panchayat Samithis, The Panchayat 
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Samithi is not in a position to complete the building, 
which is estimated at Rs. 15,000/- without Government 
aid. The hospital is now functioning in a choultry* 
There is also no provision available to meet the expendi- 
ture by the Government, In view of the National 
emergency the building programmes have to be slowed 
down. It is not therefore proposed to take up the wor 
at present.

ANSWER PLACED ON THE TABLE OF THE HOUSE. 

The following measures have been or are proposed to 
betaken by the State Government to check the rise of 

prices . 

L Wheat: As a measure of bringing down the price 
of rice by popularising wheat it has been decided to 
supply Jth quantity in the shape of wheat for mid-day 
meals in Schools and to persuade Harijan Hostels to take 
wheat in addition to millets. Instructions have been 
issued by the Government to this effect 

2. Fair Price Shops: There is already a scheme for 
distribution of rice supplied by Government of India 
through the Fair Price Shops to the poorer sections of the 
people. It has been decided to continue the fair price 
shops only in the district of Anantapur, Chittoor and Nei- 
lore and also in greater Hyderabad from 1-1-63 upto 
31-3-63 subject to review of the continuance or othei^rise 
of these shops beyond that period in the first week of 
March, 1963. 
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3. Regulated Markets* It is proposed to convert 
unregulated markets into regulated markets and an inte- 
grated bill will be introduced in the next session of the 
Assembly. 

4. Appeal to Trade Associations- An appeal impre- 
ssing upon the Trade Associations to limit their margins 
at reasonable levels has been issued. 

5. Consumers Cooperatives- Consumers' Coopera- 
tive Stores for Govt, employees have been started in 
greater Hyderabad and in some head-quarters of the 
districts with a view to supply the essential commodities 
at reasonable levels. Under the centrally sponsored scheme 
consumers' Co-operative societies for general public have 
been ordered to be opened in Hyderabad, Vishakapatnam, 
Kurnool, Warangal and Vijayawada. 

6. Vegetables and fruits: Vegetables and fruits in 
greater Hyderabad have been declared as agricultural 
produce for the purpose of the Andhra Pradesh (Telen 
gana) Agricultural Markets Act. The existing Vegetable 
markets of Miralammandi, Sabjimandi and Hissanganj 
Monda have been notified as Markets under the Act. 

7. District Collectors are watching the trend of prices 
of essential commodities in their respective districts and 
submitting their reports every week to Government The 
reports are being reviewed in the Secretaries' Conference 
every Monday and action taken, wherever necessary.

(i) Reservations already made for tourists and for 
the general public should not be cancelled within three 
days of the expected date of occupation simply because 
a person of higher category applies for the same.

(ii) The above rules shall not apply in the case of 
Ministers along for whom reservations made can be can- 
celled at any time. As much prior notice as possible and 
at least 4 hours may be given to the occupant when reser- 
vation is required for reservation made so that he coul d 
consider possibility of postponing his tour. 

(iii ) In no case should a reservation made sor foreign 
tourists be cancelled, a suitable intimation being made 
to the Minister or government servant asking for reser- 
vation.

(iv) Where there are more than one suite of rooms 
at least one suite should be reserved on the principle of 
"first come first served" and there should be no priority 
for government servants etc, for this one suite. Also no 
cancelation of resvrvations exceet for administer. 

3* The Govevnment also direct that private person 
should remit the fees along with their applications with 
their addressess during the three days preceeding reserva- 
tion. Unless the reservation is cancelled by the party 
within a period of three days (in which case the money 
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will be refunded) the money on no account will be re- 
funded whether the person occupies or not.

Sri Vemayya M.L.A has stated that under the 8 tanks 
which are directly being supplied water from Swarnamu- 
khi project, the total exteAt irrigated is 4822 acres 7 cents. 
The correct acreage actually irrigated under these 8 tanks 
is 4938 as per the information from the Collector- It is 
also reported that besides the 8 tanks referred to by the 
hon. Member as receiving direct supplies, 4 more tanks in 
Chittoor District which are categorised by the Member 
under items 2 of the call attention motion, as tanks not 
irrigated (not being supplied with water from the project) 
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are also supplied with water directly from the project. 
The following are the said tanks. 

1 . Pedlakuru tank (item 4) under category 2. 

2. Peddakanuparti tank (item 14) undet category 2. 

3. Bhinakanaparti tank (item 1 5) under category 2. 

4. Konali tank (item 16) under category 2.

Besides these 4 tanks in Chittoor, Chilakalur tank in 
Nellore district is also receiving direct supply from the pro- 
ject. Under all these 5 tanks, 1893 acres are being irrigated. 
So the total acreage irrigated under the 13 tanks referred 
to above which are receiving direct supply from the 
project, comes to 6831 acreas and not 4822 acreas 7 cents 
as indicated by the Member under item 1 of the call 
attention motion. It is also reported that the Executive 
Engineer has actually obtained written statements from 
the ayacutdars under the last mentioned 5 tanks (4 in 
Chittoor district and 1 in Nellore district) to the effect 
that water is being supplied to their fields from the said 
tanks.

Besides furnishing the factual information referred to 
above, the Collector has also stated that the Executive 
Engineer P.W.D. has submitted revised estimates for 
strengthening the anicut, for providing 3 additional 
shutters and also for widening the Chembadu channel and 
for strengthening sluice of the said channel. The actual 
total acreage (10996 acres) on which the Collector has 
levied the additional assessment is not in excess of the 
anticipted ayacut.

Sn jR. Dasaradha Rama Redely: Mr. Speaker^ TJir, A 
few days ago the hon. member 'from ISattenapalli has 
stated that the tjovernment has been borrowing manqy 
on public credit without the sanction of the legislature 
and that it will be necessary for the Legislature to sanction 
the same. In this connection, I wish to brkg to the 
notice of the House the Constitutional ^roviskm,* <Atftiote 
293 *of the Constitution «of India says: 

> * 
"Subject to the provkiopsvof <&*s atticte,, tbe<?mm- 
,ti«e .power of a a St$t&e&&Bds to bo«&*isig.<*!ilh« 
»&e..tesrH^y & Iajja *g*m ..the sanity, of it**. 
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any, as may from time to time be fixed by the 
Legislature of such State by law and to the giving 
of guarantees within such limits, if any, as may be 
so fixed/* 

This provision is copied almost from the provision 
of the Government of India Act under Section 162, There 
fore, as the provision now stands or as it stood under the 
provision of the Government of India Act, as far as India 
is concerned, the power is not vested in the Legislature 
but is vested in the Executive, 

As far as the United States of America is concerned, 
under its Constitution, the power is conferred on the 
Congress to borrow money on the credit of the United 
States of America, Similarly in Canada and Australia 
also the power is conferred on the Parliament of Canada 
or on the Parliament of Australia and in those places it is 
absolutely necessary, before money is borrowed on the 
public debt, that the sanction of the Legislature should be 
obtained and Government requires the authority of the 
House. 

As fair as India is concerned, my submission is that 
under the provisions , of the jConstiiutiqrt, the .-Executive 
is absolutely empowered tg%6tTov?\ such debt without 
reference tta the Lej^slature but at the samp time if the 
Legislature so thinks f o fix any limit then within that limit 
alone Government will have to operate. 

There is one other matter, Sir, with regard to the 
irrigations scheme which has been sanctioned at the end 
of 1961 in Nellore District, known as Racherlapadu 
scheme in Kovvur taluk at a cost of Rs. 8 lakhs and it is 
approved by the Government. The proposal itself is in 
two parts. The first part consists of the Government spen- 
ding Rs. 5,000/- for digging the channels to a certain 
extent and the second part consists of the efforts of the 
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several villagers to dig their own channels to carry water 
to their own lands. This scheme as suggested has been 
approved by the Government and also is being executed. 
My submission is that the proposal itself was made more 
than five years ago and several of the villagers who have 
then undertaken to dig these channels, and take water to 
their own fields now find difficult. They are offering to 
the Government that they will be willing to pay all the 
cost thereof if the Government is going to take it subse- 
quent to the 'exeavation of the channels and water is made 
available to -them by means of paying a certain amount in 
respect of each a&re of land. I, therefore, suggest that the 
Government may reconsider the proposal. Since Govern- 
ment is now in possession of larger funds for minor irri- 
gation, this j* ay also be examined by the Government and 
the benefit may be given to the ten villagers who are enti- 
tled to water their lands, which is nearly more than- half 
of the lands that are to be irrigated under the scheme. 

I thank yon, Sir, for having given me this oppor- 
tunity.

Ayyapu Reddy: The object of the amendment 
is clearly stated, Sir* It is quite clear that the Govern- 
ment intends to punish very severely those people who 
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smuggle red sandal and sandal wood. Sections 21 and 24 
of the Forest Act have been amended. All the other 
amendments are only consequential amendments. There 
is not, as stated by the hon. member Sri K. L. Narsimha 
Rao, amendment of every section. Only sections 21 and 
24 are sought to be amended and the others are merely 
consequential Therefore the Bill, as it is, is quite in 
order. 

Sri Tenneti Viswanatham: The point raised is not 
that the amendment is out of order, Mr . Speaker, if I 
may be permitted to say so. Since different sections are 
mentioned, why not give different numbers to the clauses 
so that it may be easily understood; otherwise the first 
impression gathered would be that these amendments re- 
late only to a particular organic section of the entire Act.

Sri E. Ayyapu Reddy; Mr. Speaker, Sir, there is no 
Member of the House who will differ from the object of 
this Bill. The object of the Bill is very laudable. For the 
last seven years there has been no amendment to the 
Forest Act. The Act is as old as 1882. Strictly speaking, 
the value of the forest produce has gone up very much 
and smuggling of forest goods especially teak and other 
valuable timber has become a very prosperous business in 
all forest villages. I am glad that at least now the Hon'ble 
Minister has come forward with an Amendment Bill to 
safeguard our forest wealth. 

Now certain doubts have been cast by Mr. Venkates- 
war Rao with regard to the effect of the Act. He is doubt- 
ful whether summary procedure will be followed or 
warrant procedure will be followad. Under the Criminal 
Procedure Code, whenever no procedure is prescribed in 
the Act itself the procedure precribed in the Criminal 
Procedure Code is followed automatically and when 
imprisonment is ordinarily more than six months it be- 
comes a warrant case and generally warrant procedure is 
followed and thers will be no difficulty and further clari- 
fications will not be necessary on that point In the 
present Bill as pointed out by Mr. Venkateswarrao, one 
thing requires further clarification. The present bill pro- 
vides that hereafter any smuggler of sandalwood or 
redsandal wood will be punished with imprisonment for 
one year or fine of Rs. 1000, The present bill will not 
achieve its object unless a minimum punishment is provi- 
ded. I have already given an amendment to that effect. 
I also feara that the Government itself is intending to 
move an amendment to that effect. By the same bill two 
Acts (one Act of Telangaaa and another Act of Ahdhra) 
are sought to be amended. This is causing confusion. 
My siita^ this. Tbla obiect is one and the same

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the subject-matter is one and the same. When the bill is 
passed and when necessary amendments are effected in 
the respective Acts, there would not be any confusion. 
The bill is an amending bill and these amendments when 
carried out with the original enactment will not be con- 
fusing.
